1X months ago, there was no qucs- 
S tion’ in anyone’s mind as to what 
the nation’s number one economic 
problem must be—it was inflation. 
Now there is considerable doubt in 
many minds as to whether inflation is 
entitled to exclusive occupation of that 
number-one spot. The persistent eco- 
nomic slowdown, and the prevalent 
belief that it will continue through 
most of next year, has led to a strong 
feeling that recession should be at least 
of equal concern. : 

Some observers have combined the 
two problems and describe the eco- 
nomic situation of the country as “stag- 
flation.” 

The practical import of this combi- 
nation of problems is that it leads to 
doubt and controversy as to the proper 
orientation of national economic pol- 
icy during the coming period. Should 
we be engaged in an all-out national 
fight against inflation, or should we 
shift our forces to another front and 
devote our major effort to the battle 
against recession? Finally. should we 
devise some Sort of strategy for attack- 
ing the new problem of “stagflation”? 

What makes the choice difficult is 
the fact that, while economists have 
devised certain standard strategies for 
combatting inflation, and certain other 
standard strategies for dealing with re- 
cession, they are opposite in nature. In 
both cases the critical instruments are 
fiscal and monetary policy. If you want 
to curb inflation you exercise restraint 
in the federal budget and in the expan- 
sion of available money and credit. If 
you want to reverse a downward move- 
ment in production and employment 
you do the opposite, and use the fed- 
eral budget and the moncy-creating ap- 
paratus to expand purchasing power 
That is the approach in which most 
of the nation’s economists have been 
trained, and to which most of our po- 
litical leaders have apparently been 
converted. 

This seems to leave us with a grim 
choice. We can either: 

1. Tolerate recession in order to

curb inflation; or 

2. Tolerate inflation in order to 
curb recession. 

Prophets of doom, of one school, 
are quick to point out that unchecked 
inflation can have lasting disastrous ef- 
fects on a modern nation. The history 
of Germany and France in the 1920s 
and thereafter lends support to that 
conclusion. But prophets of doom of 
another school point out that deep 
and persistent economic slowdown has 
equally disastrous effects on a nation’s 
social and political stability. The iis- 
tory of the 1930s appears to bear them 
out 

If this were taken with full serious- 
ness, you would have to conclude that 
dur economy is condemned to die, and 
the decision between tolerating infla- 
tion and tolerating unemployment ts 
merely the privilege of a choice be- 
tween being hung or being shot 

The third group of economic think 
ers—those who think we should fight 
against “stagtlation”— propose a vari 
ety of approaches. The more sophisti- 
cated think we can evade the choice 
between inflation and recession by re- 
structuring the economy. Their plans 
in that respect are of questionable de- 
sirability and, in any case, would take 
a generation to complete, For the im- 
mediate present, the stagflation ap 
proach scems ta come down to the 


compromise proposal that we: 

3. Tolerate a little bit of recession 
and a little bit of inflation, in order not 
10 have too much of either. 

This creates the picture of our na- 
tional economic -execution taking the 
form of being hung a little and shot a 
little 

Actually our economic situation is 
not so completely grim as-it might ap- 
pear from the three choices listed above 
—provided we will face it for what it 
is. During the past decade we have 
waffled back and forth among the three 
alternatives. We have fought inflation 
at certain times but dropped the fight 
when a business slowdewn with rising 
unemployment developed. We have 
fought recession at other times and in 
each instance wound up with a worse 
inflationary wave than the one before 
At other times, in our national confu 
sion, we have adopted the compromise 
solution listed as #3 above. Through- 
out. there has been a strong bias te 
ward toleration of inflation 

The result of this decade of eclec- 
ticism in national economic |

NATO ALLIES MUST RECOMMIT THEMSELVES 


TO STRONG STAND AGAINST COMMUNIST THREAT 


Following last year’s Oct- 
ober War in the Middle East, 
I criticized our allies in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization for their refusal to 
allow the United States to use 
European airfields as refuel- 
ing stops for our planes which 
were engaged in supply mis- 
sions. I said then that if our 
allies could refuse us the use 
of facilities which were built 
with our own money, of what 
use was the NATO alliance 
And I suggested that the time 
had come for the United States 
to reevaluate its commit- 
ments, and, at least, to insist 
on vast improvements in 
NATO. 

The NATO alliance was 
formed 25 years ago as a 
barrier to Communist ag- 
gression in Europe. We have 
maintained 300,000 troops and 
vast amounts of equipment in 
Western Europe as our part 
of the agreement, but our 14 


allies have consistently failed 
to meet their commitments in 
men and weapons 

Even though a unified mi- 
litary command has been op 
erating since the alliance was 
created, there is no sign ofa 
genuine effort to standardize 
weapons and equipment--a 
Step which is mandatory for 
logistical and maintenance 
support of modern armies 

As an example of the ina- 
dequacies found in NATO, the 
alliance uses 25 different 
types of airplanes and heli- 
copters and there ts no st- 
andard radar equipment used 
to distinguish friendly troops 
from an enemy. NATO's 15 
types of tanks use different 
calibers of ammunition, cre- 
ating a nightmare for those 
responsible for supply 


While the Russians sup- 
ply the Warsaw Pact Nations 
with standardized anti-tank 
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missiles, NATO uses or has 
under development some 16 to 
18. kinds of these missiles 

The Chairman ofthe NATO 
Military Committee in a re 
cent speech reported that na- 
val ships supporting NATO 
are equipped with at least 
three dozen different kinds of 
radars and require some 40 
different sizes of ammunition 
for their guns 

The 15 NATO countries 
between them are said to sp- 
end some $20 billion a year 
on weapons research and de 
velopment, but since there 1s 
So little coordination between 
them, fully half the projects 
are being duplicated, wasting 
vast sums of money 

If the recent Cyprus hos 
tilities are an accurate guage 
even 25 years of NATO tr 
aining is a failure, The Turks, 
against almost no opposition, 
required several weeks to 
carry out their invasion plans 
and in the process sank one 
of their own destroyers iner 
ror, For their part, the Greek 
Army shot at its own planes, 
failed in its pre-planned mo 
bilization and learned that it 
couldn't trust its own intel- 
ligence reports It is dis 
turbing to think what they 
would do if called upon to face 
an attack from Russia 

Just, this past week Sec- 
retary of Defense James Sch- 
lesinger warned our NATOal- 
lies against a move to cut 
back further in their commit- 
ment to NATO I think he 
should go a step further and 
warn them to mend the fai- 
lures of weapons standardiza- 
tion and to chink the cracks 
in NATO’s structure 

The United States must not 
put full dependence on the 
NATO alliance, only to dis- 
cover that, when the chipsare 
down, NATO is a paper tiger

DEAR SENATOR SPARK- 
MAN: I am concerned over 
United States policy on the 
matter of selling much needed 
wheat grain abroad. Is this 
policy, in your opinion in the 
best interests of our country 
or is it another short-sighted 
and ill-advised approach to 
resolve world tensions?

SPARKMAN: Let me say 
that I feel that the Russian 
wheat deal of last year was 
the trigger which set off one 
very rapid phase of inflation, 
and that the more recent com- 
mitments -- those made to 
Syria and Egypt must be re- 
viewed by the Congress. As I 
become Chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee in January, I ex- 
pect to examine fully the 
matter of these foreign grain 
deals, with the objective that 
the interests of the American 
people may be best be served.

MAN: It is my understanding 
that the Army is planning an 
over-all phasedown in its in- 
stallations around the nation. 
How will this affect Alabama?

SPARKMAN: I have been 
advised by the Department of 
the Army that the personnel 
force at Fort McClellan will 
actually increase over the next 
few years. Additionally, it 
is expected that there will 
be no significant changes to 
take place at the Anniston, 
Redstone, and Fort Rucker 
facilities. The Army alone 
plans between $140 million 
and $200 million in on-post 
construction in the next five 
years. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARK- 
MAN: It has been brought to 
my attention that the President 
has ordered that HUD 70) pl- 
anning assistance funds to 
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local and State governments be 
deferred indefinitely. Need- 
less to say, suchassistanceis 
absolutely necessary to the 
continued progress of both 
large and small cities in the 
State. lI urge your assistance 
in this matter which is of so 
vital concern to local govern- 
ments S. H., Huntsville 

SPARKMAN: As you may 
know, under the law the Pre- 
sident must follow a certain 
procedure when he intends 
to impound certain funds, In 
the case of 701, he has filed 
a report withthe Congress that 
he intends to postpone half 
of the appropriated 701 funds 


until Fiscal Year 1°76. This 
matter is now pending be- 
fore the Congress, unless 


the Congress does something 
about it, the President has 
the right to follow through on 
his plan of impoundment. -In 
response to this proposal by 
the President, I have joined 
several other Senators in sp- 
onsoring ananti-impoundment 
resolution which, unfortu- 
nately, has been held up on 
the desk of the Senate, thus 
making italmost impossible to 
obtain action before the Con- 
gress adjourns.

Why Do Deserters Desert? 


I was talking the other 
day with former Senator Ch- 
arles Goodell, now head ofthe 
President's clemency board, 
and some rather amazing sta- 
tistics regarding those seek- 
ing clemency came to light. 

Perhaps the greatest sur- 
prise was that of those in 
military service who deserted 
or went A.W.O.L. (absent 
without leave), only one per- 
cent were conscientious ob- 
jectors to the Vietnam War. 
However, some 10 percent left 
the service when they received 
orders for Vietnam. 

The largest group, 44 per- 
cent, left military service be- 
cause offamily problems. An- 
other 13 percent said they did 
not like the service; seven 
percent had medical problems 
and 25 percent deserted or 
went A.W.O.L. for other rea- 
sons such as_ personal 
problems and money 

Of the civilians who have 
gone to the clemency board 
for review of their cases, 
24 percent had clear religious 
objections to the war. And, 
there is evidence that another 
24 percent had some conscien- 
tious objections. 

However, with the other 52 
percent there is little or no 
evidence of conscientious ob- 
jector beliefs, thus indicating 
that these persons dodged the 
draft for personal, not reli- 
gious reasons. 

These statistics pertain to 
only those who have applied 
to the clemency board for 
consideration. The reasons 


the other %7.7 percent deser- 
ted or dodged the draft aren’t 
known. As one member of 
the clemency board staff puts 
it, ‘‘We know who is applying 
for clemency and for what 
reasons they left the service 
or refused to serve. What 
we don’t know is who isn’t 
applying or why they decided 


«hot to serve or to desert.’’ 


As of last week only 3200 
of the 138,900 eligible for cle- 
mency had applied. Some 
reasons given for the limited 
success of the program were: 
“‘Many people don’t know that 
they are eligible, some are 
holding out for better terms 
and others are settled and 
don’t wish to jeopardize their 
current status.’’ However, 
the board expects an influx 
of last minute applicants as 
the January 31, 1975, deadline 
approaches andthe disposition 
of other cases becomes public. 

What conclusion can be 
drawn from these limited sta- 
tistics? Well, it wouldappear 
that of those seeking clemency 
the overwhelming majority 
had personal problems with 
military service rather than 
some deep-seated religious 
conviction against the war. If 
indeed there is an increase 
in the number of persons seek- 
ing clemency, asthe clemency 
board predicts, it will be most 
interesting to see if the rea- 
sons already given for desert- 
ing or dodging the draft re- 
main in the same proportion.

Ask IRS 


This column of questions 
and answers on federal tax 
matters is provided by the 
local office of the U. S. In- 
ternal Revenue Service and 
is published as a public ser- 
vice to taxpayers. The column 
answers questions most fre- 
quently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. The union I belong to 
just went on strike. I'm re- 
ceiving unemployment pay- 
ments now from a fund to 
which I contributed. Are 
these payments taxable? 

A. Unemployment bene- 
fit payments you receive from 
a fund to which you volun- 
tarily contribute, whether un- 
ion established or established 
as a private, nonunion fund, 
are income only to the ex- 
tent that they exceed your 
payments to the fund. 


Q. ‘My sister. and I just 
started a joint savings 
account. Who pays the tax on 
the interest on our savings? 

A. If two or more per- 
sons hold a savings account, 
bonds or other interest-pro- 
ducing property as joint ten- 
ants, tenants by the entirety, 
or tenants in common, the in- 
terest is considered received 
by each person to the extent 
that person is entitled under 
local law to a share of such 
interest. Each owner will 
report his or her share of 
method, whether cash or ac- 
crual, that he or she uses to 
report income.

SOIL FERTILITY , 

We hace had a large num- 
ber of soil samples from Cof- 
fee County going to the Soil 
Laboratory in the last few 
weeks. Quite a few folks 
are not sure about the crops 
that they will plant next year. 
For this reason, many of them 
are requesting information on 
more than one crop. For 
example, in a field which could 
be planted in either corn or 
soybeans, they are asking for 
recommendations on both. 

This an excellent idea. It 
doesn’t cost any more, and it 
gives the farmer fertility re- 
commendations on two crops. 

Where corn is to be pl- 
anted in 1975 and peanuts to 
be planted in 1976, I hope 
that Coffee County farmers 
will mention this on the soil 
test form so that the Lab- 
oratory can give better re- 
commendations. 


SAFETY

transplanting, the above 
ground portion of the plant 
must be pruned to accompl- 
ish a balance between the top 
portion and root-system. 
Generally, it is recom- 
mended that one-t ird to one- 
half of the foliage be removed. 
This can be done without al- 
tering the shape of the plant 
by removing some ofthe canes 
or stems deep into the plant 
and by heading back the re- 
maining stems or canes. 


Shtubs properly planted 
now will develop a good, he- 
althy root system by late sp- 
ring or early summer. These 
additional roots will better 
ensure the growth and dey- 
elopment of the shrut parti- 
cularly during stress periods 
that often occur in mid to 
late summer. 


APPLE TIPS : 

An apple, eaten raw, isa 
good low-calorie snack or de- 
ssert. A medium size apple 
contains only about 70 cal- 
ories. 

Apples that are ripe enough 
for eating, will keep in your 
home refrigerator for a week 
or longer. 

Don't overlook the ever- 
popular apple salad. Be 
sure to protect cut apples 
from darkening by mixing with 
fruit juice--lemon, orange, 
grapefruit or pineapple--be- 
fore adding other ingre- 
dients. 


One of the best ways to 
eliminate a dangerous situ- 
ation is to read the owner’s 


manual carefully. Be sure 
that all tools are grounded 
unless they are double insu- 
lated. A lot of folks get 
injured and killed by work- 
ing in a dangerous environ- 
ment. For example, many 
people, without thinking, work 
in wet, dark or crample areas; 
and these working conditions 
cause serious accidents.

Ways To 
Control Stock 
Program 


“Healthy animals are a 
must for a successful stocker 
cattle and feedlot operation,” 
says J. R. Speed, Extension 
Farm Agent. 

Here are some suggestions 
and methods for cattlemen 
operating a stockering pro- 
gram to improve their dis- 
ease prevention and control 
program. 

Discuss youranimal hand- 
ling program with your local 
veterinarian and set up an ar- 
rangement satisfactory to both 
of you for observing new cat- 
tle following their arrival. And 
arrange treatment and vaccin- 
ation programs for your parti- 
cular stockering and manage- 
ment situation. 

Speed says “When buying 
calves, choose clean fresh ani- 
mals that show no apparent 
signs of disease. And make 
sure calves are hauled direct- 
ly to your farm in clean, dis- 
infected trucks.

After calves arrive on your 
farm, unload them into aniso- 
lation yard where plenty of 
fresh water and feed are avail- 
able. Be sure to process cal- 
ves as soon as possible after 
arrival. 


There is no single recom- 
mended treatmem and immun- 
ication program for all stocker 
operations. Vaccines to use 
will depend upon the vaccin- 
ation history of the calves,pre- 
valence of various diseases in 
a particular area, experience 
with previous successful vac- 
cination programs and recom- 
mendations of your veterinar- 
ian. 


You should become famil- 
iar with the common signs of 
disease in cattle, such as slow 
rising or moving § around; 
drooping ears and head; look- 
ing thin and off feed; and 
stiff gait and dragging hind 
feet. Other symptoms are res- 
piratory difficulties,dull eves 
with abnormal discharge, de- 
hydrated and rough hair coat 
and elevated temperature.” 


“When the cattle first ar- 
rive at your farm,” Speed 
says, “they should be closely 
watched for signs of illness 
at least three times a day for 
the first two weeks.” 


“Be sure to treat all sick 
animals individually as soon 
as possible,” adds Speed. 
“Consult your veterinarian for 
recommended treatment and 
dosage and for performing all 
necessary disgnostic and post- 
mortem examination.”

ANCIENT YOGURT was made 
by warmth that encouraged fer- 
mentation of the bacteria natural- 
ly present in milk. Later, when 
boiling milk became desirable, it 
was learned that the boiling de- 
stroyed even the desirable bacte- 
ria in milk. So, these bacteria 
were returned to milk by “stirring 
in a portion of yogurt saved from 
the previous batch.” 

Nowadays, processing is con- 
tinuous, virtually automatic, and 
performed in rigorously sanitary 
conditions. Since early in this cen- 
tury, two species of yogurt-produc- 
ing bacteria have teen available 
as cultures from laboratories. With 
either culture, and usually a mix- 
ture of fresh, partially skimmed 
milk and nonfat dry milk, yogurt 
is produced. Fresh whole milk and 
skim milk may, of course, be used, 
too. Flavored yogurt may be made 
strictly with flavorings added, or 
with actual fruitvat the top or 
bottom of the container, or stirred 
in throughout. Some 20 flavors 
are manufactured by various com- 
panies across the nation.

The store, which is owned 
by James C. McCurley, was 
disqualified for six months, 
starting December 3, after 
being charged with selling in- 
eligible items for food cou- 
pons. Among the items were 
cigarettes, light bulbs and 
cleaning supplies. 

Alvin Huff, in charge ofthe 
Montgomery field office ofthe 
Food and Nutrition Service, 
explained that the store will 
hot be allowed to accept food 
coupons during the disqua- 
lification period. 

Huff added that food 
stamps, by law, can be used 
only to buy food. The only 
exceptions, he said, are gar- 
den seed and plants to be used 
to produce food.

City Council Meets 
Tuesday .... Disagrees 


The regular meeting ofthe 
Elba City Council was held 
Tuesday night with all mem- 
bers present. A _ relatively 
quiet meeting was recorded 
with the councilmen only get- 
ting seriously crossed on a 
vote calling for a joint meet- 
ing of the Water and Elec- 
tric Board to decide the 
amount of the rate increase 
for the electric rates. City 
Councilmen Virgil Coleman, 
Charles Ellis and Ronnie 
Vaughan voted in favor of 
the mayor calling the joint 
meeting. Ben Carpenter and 
John W. Sharpless voted no 
on the issue. Both Carpenter 
and Sharpless are members 
of the utility board, along 
with Mayor Sam Sawyer. Car- 
penter told the non-board 
members they were welcome 
to attend and listen, but he 
felt it was the responsibility 
of the board to decide the 
rate increase, and not the 
job of the city council. 

A legal question arose over 
calling the joint meeting. Car- 
penter told the council he felt 
it must be by majority vote of 
both the board and the council 
or be called by boththe Mayor 
and the Chairman ofthe Board. 
This legal question was unre- 
solved at press time. 

The council opened bids on 
a new car for the police de- 
partment. Cook Chevrolet was 
the only firm submitting a bid 
out of eight auto sales firms 
asked to bid. Councilman 
Ronnie Vaughan, who works 
for an Enterprise car dealer, 
explained his firm could not 
afford to bid and fulfill the 
part of the specifications re- 
quiring the successful bidder 
to pick up the car in Elba 
and return it when performing 
warranty work. 


A resolution is being pre- 
pared to submit to Governor 
Wallace asking for $20,000 
of state federal revenue shar- 
ing funds for repair to the 
Elba sewer system. This was 
unanimous. 


The council is planning 
an in-depth discussion at the 
next meeting on extending the 


Elba City limits.

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Governor Signs Papers 
_ To Help Unemployed 


Governor George 
Wallace has announced that 
the State has signed anagree- 
ment with the U.S. Secretary 
of Labor to administer two 
new federal programs to help 
combat the present high level 
of unemployment. One pro- 
gram will provide special as- 
sistance to workers who are 
not eligible for unemployment 
compensation or other such 
assistance under any other 
state or federal law and the 
other will be an expanded pro- 
gram of public service em- 
ployment. 

Industrial Relations Dir- 
ector Tom J. Ventress, whose 
department will administer 
these special programs, said 
the unemployment compensa- 
tion claims offices through- 
out the state began accepting 
applications last Monday, Jan- 
uary 6, for the special unem- 
ployment assistance. Among 
those who may be eligible for 
these benefits are unemployed 
farm workers, domestics and 
former employees of state, 
county, and municipal govern- 
ments. These groups are not 
presently covered by the state 
unemployment compensation 
law. In addition, some who 
have exhausted their regular 
unemployment compensation 
may be eligible. To qualify 
an individual must have earned 
sufficient wages in the last 52 
weeks to meet the require- 
ments in the state law for reg- 
ular benefits. Wages in cov- 
ered employment may be used 
as well as those in non-cov- 
ered employment unless they 
have previously been used as 
the basis fon regular bene- 
fits. The weekly benefit will 
range from $15 to $75 and 
may be paid for upto 26 weeks, 
both depending on the amount 
of previous earnings, Vent- 
ress pointed out. Any person 
making application for bene- 
fits should bring with him his 
social security card and a 
list of the names and addres- 
ses of all employers for whom 
he has worked since December 
22, 1973. 

Alabama will receive fed- 
eral funds for ‘‘emergency 
jobs’’ to help fight the deep- 
ening national recession, The 
money for these jobs will be 
made available through the 
Emergency Jobs Program, a 
new Title VI to the Compre- 
hensive Employment and 
Training Act. Although it is 
not certain the amount of funds 
Alabama will receive, nor the 
number of jobs that will be 
created, the new Title VI will 
initially provide approxima- 
tely 100,000 jobs nationwide. 
These jobs will be primarily 
for persons who have been 
unemployed for at least 30 
days with preferred consid- 


eration given to persons who 
have exhausted their unem- 

ployment insurance benefits, 
to» unemployed persons who 
are not eligible for such bene- 
fits, and to persons wlio have 


Super Port To 
Open New 
Horizons 


One of the legislative high- 
lights of the closing days ofthe 
"3rd Congress was passage 
of the Deepwater Port Act of 
1°74 providing a licensing and 
regulatory program governing 
offshore development of deep- 
water ports to meet the ener- 
gy needs of the Nation. Pr- 
iority for such projects is 
given to the states, first to 
non-oil related firms, second 
and to oil companies, third. 
There is a provision giving the 
states veto powers over con- 
struction of these off-shore 
ports. 

Another provision makes 
both the owners of superports 
and the operators of tankers 
liable for damages which re- 
sult from oil spills. 

Passage of this bill is of 
particular importance to Al- 
abama and Mississippi beca- 
use it provides the authority 
necessary for a superport. 
An agreement , called the 
Ameraport Compact, has al- 
ready been signed by the two 
states to create this port fac- 
ility in a deep water section 
about 28 miles out in the Gulf. 
Huge superiankers would hook 
up to large flexible pipelines 
setured tO buoys. These pi- 
pelines would go along the 
ocean floor to holding tanks 
and to new refineries on shore. 
The Tennessee - Tombigbee 
Waterway will provide for the 
movement of some of these pe- 
troleum products into the he- 
artland of the United States. 
Possibilities are that the 
superports could also be ut- 
ilized for dry cargoes suchas 
grain and ores. The pros- 
pects are so bright that the 
State of Tennessee has joined 
the Ameraport Compact. 

Another step toward max- 
imum development of the Na- 
tion’s coastal areas was Sen- 
ate passage several weeks ago 
of the Outer Continental Shelf 
Bill. This legislation would 
establish a special fund for 
grants to coastal states to 
help them plan ways to pro- 
tect the environment and ease 
the social and economic im- 
pacts resulting from antici- 
pated or actual offshore re- 
source development. 

Alabama has already re- 
ceived a $100,000 Federal pl- 
anning grant, which has been 
matched by $50,000 in State

Grand Jury 
Happy Over Jail 


The Elba Division of the 
Coffee County Grand Jury was 
convened on Monday of this 
week. The eighteen West Cof- 
fee County citizens selected 
Horace Sessions to serve as 
foreman. 

The group heard thirty 
presentments, returnedtwen- 
ty indictments and inspected 
the county offices and build- 
ings in Elba . . . completing 
their work before six o’clock 
Monday afternoon. 

The twenty indictments 
consisted of one misdemeanor 
and nineteen felonies. They 
continued five cases for fur- 
ther investigation. 

Again the condition of the 
courthouse came in for criti=- 
cism but it was noted inthe 
report that the Grand Jury 
had been informed of the con- 
tractor presently repairing 
the building and the court- 
house in Enterprise. 

The Health Center seems 
to be in a good state of repair, 
according tothe jury, butthere 
are leaks around the faucets of 
the lavatoriesinthe restroom, 
and the front doors do not 
close properly. The Grand 
Jury was told this door has 
given trouble in the past and 
they recommended it be cor- 
rected. 

The jail property and 
operation came in for praise 
as the group noted the condi- 
tion was better overall than 
it had been in years. Also, 
the prisoners appear to be 
well-cared for and properly 
fed, according to the report 
of the Grand Jury. 

The Pensions and Secu- 
rity building showed some 
leaking in the roof, which was 
ruining the celotex ceiling 
It was recommended that this 
be repaired.

Bloodmobile Coming 
Here Wednesday 


Mr. Lewis Russell Bivin 
of the American Red Cross 
spoke to the Elba Rotary Club 
at its meeting on Monday. His 
subject was donation of blood 
to the Red Cross_ Blood- 
mobile. Mr. Robert Cannon 
was in charge of the program. 

“The Blood program needs 
350 units of blood a year from 
West~~C€offee —- County,’ -Mr, 
Bivin said. He also told his 
listeners that West Coffee has 
not met its quota a time dur- 
ing the decade of the 1970's. 

The Bloodmobile will bein 
Elba on Wednesday, January 
15, from 10 a.m. till 4:00 
p.m. at the Church of Christ, 
to provide citizens with the 
opportunity to donate the life- 
saving blood. 

Listed below are some 
pertinent facts relating to the 
giving of blood. 

*Any person between the 
ages of 17 and 65 who is in 
good health and weighs 110 
pounds or more may give 
blood . . . 17-year-olds must 
have parental consert. 

*Pregnant women cannot 
donate; but mothers may give 
6 months after delivery. 

*Heavy, fatty foods, inclu- 
ding eggs, fatty meats, cream, 
gravy, salad dressing, butter 
and fried foods should be 
avoided during a four-hour 
period prior to giving blood... 
but the donor should have 


eaten within 4 - 6 hours be- 
fore donation. 

*Twenty-four hours must 
elapse after injections for 
polio, flu, etc. before donat- 


ing. A two-week wait after 


taking penicillin and other 
antibiotics is required. 

"Individuals who have had 
malaria can now donate for 
plasma-during-a three-year- 
period after the last attack 
of malaria, and no restrict- 
ions after three years. In- 
dividuals stationed in South- 
east Asia and/or having taken 
malaria drugs also have the 
same restrictions as those 
who have had malaria. 

*A six months period of 
waiting is required after 
major surgery. 

*A person with a cold must 
wait until all cold symptoms 
are gone. 


*Certain facts of medical 
history and past illnesses are 
needed. Blood pressure, tem- 
perature, pulse, weight and 
hemoglobin level are deter- 
mined.
